The boat started early in the month to thppaughly cover the Behm 
Ganel area. Stops were made at Martuerite Bay and Brendable's 
Camp, both of which are in Traitor's cove, then Gedney Pass, on to 
Yes Bey and Bell Island, Sauare Island and Loring. The boat. made 
three stops in Moser Bay and then stopped overnight in Ketchikan 
on the way to Babe Island and West Chomly. From there the boat 
went to Kasaan Island and Kasaen Village in the same day, staying 
at Kasacn for the week end. During the next week stops were made 
at Polk Inlet, Paul's Bight, B & H, 12 Mile Arm and Hollis before 
being at Salt Chuck for Sunday morning and back to Hollis for Sunday 
evening.

The first couple of days of the month 1 was in Juneau in 
connection with the meetings of the Presbytery Council. While 
I am not on the Gouncil I did have to meet with them twice 
on some businesse The Council set up a Comme composed of 
Bill Pritchard, Paul Moser the NM Chiarman and myself as sort 
ofa Princeton=Hall Committee. We attempted to work out some 
long range plans for my work similar to what is being done 
for the work of Jack Anderson and the AJe 
The trip to Pelican was routine except that this time I 
was the guest preacher at the Assmbly of God Church. I did the 
usual calling and held SS for the few children that can be 
persuaded to come. Rather than wait until Tuesday for the 
regular plane to return to Pelican I arranged for a chapter 
plane to pick me up on Monday and take me to Elfin Cove. On 
the way there we stopped for an hour at Inian Island where there 
is one family living. I visited with them and some guests 
they had and left some tkkureaa literaturee Then on to Elfin 
Cove where I spent the nighte I stayed with a couple who have 
always been friendly with me and we got to know each other 
much better. I find that such visits give a good opportunity_. 
for discussion of the beliefs of Christianty and I trust that 
some good wa donee I had time to visit with one or two other 
couple s while I was there and to leave some reading material. 
The next day the charter plane came back for me and wemk went 
over tox Excursion Inlet where I sent an hour with the watch- 
man and left some Christian reading material with hime We 
then flew to Sisters Island where the FAA has radio air naviga- 
tion equipment and two families living. One of the couples 
have a nominal Christian background and I was able to do some 
talking with them. Later I visited the other family and found 
that they were Roman Catholic background. Imboth place I left 
reading material and copies of portions of the Scripturese A 
half hour trip in the plane and we were back in Juneaue 
Two days later I flew out to Tenakee where I hé#d a Bible 
Study on the first evening. Four women came this time and we 
had a very good discussion. The next day I called on people 
and got to know some of the older people in town a little 
bettere On Sunday I had worship service in the morning, and 
Sunday School right after lunch. I had previously arranged 
with Alaska Coastal to pick me up that afternoon in Tenakee 
and take me on to Sitka. The would not make a firm promise 
but did say they would try if the schedule would permit. As 
it turned out, they would not stop and so I made a radio-phone 
call to a chdter pilot in Sitka who was there in one half hour 
and in another half hour I was in Sitka. I arranged with him 
to take me out the next day to the one logging camp in the area 
where families live. At this time there are several camps in 
the area which are operating on a limited basis and all the men 
commute to Sitka each daye At this place I found several familes 
who were mildly interested in why I was there and one women who 
cam from a strong Seventh Day background but had formally left 
the Church years agoe She showed real interest when she dis-= 
covered that I was not out there to "save herg soul" in five 
minutese She finall asked if I would send her SS material ‘for 
her child. I gave her what I had and sent more in the mail later. 
In the later afternoon I went out to the Coast Guard Loran Station 
on Biorka Island. The pilot put me off and we arranged to have 
him pik me up around noon the next daye The place is a hard 
spot to get to because of weather and landing conditions at the 
island. I had a very good time talking with the dozen men at the 
station and several of them saw me for personal conferencese 
The next day I got back to Sitkafxi and then returned to Juneaie 
In two days I planned to go out to Point Retreat which is near 
Juneau but the weather would not permit flying that day. The 
next day was still bad and I did not get off for Gustavus. On 
Sunday I did make it after waiting four hours, not so much thst 
the weather was bad as that Coastal had to juggle some schedulese 
At Gustavus I had time to let most people know I was there but 
only a handful came to the servicee On Monday afternoon I had 
SS for the children.
